SERIOUS RIOT AT 
THE FUNERAL OF 
GENERAL GOMEZ

H avana, Ju n e 20.— An outbreak 
at the funeral of Gen. Jose Miguel 
Gomez, ex-president of Cuba, 
at 
Colon cem etery last afternoon re ­ 
sulted in the deaths, according to 
official figures, of th re e

; and serious injuries to ten and 
slight injuries to nineteen. 
As the procession entered Colon 
cem etery, a crow d attem pted 
to 
force entry into a nearby cafe and 
the police, answ ering the ow ners’ 
appeal for protection, w ere greeted 
with a show er of bricks and bot­ 
tles. 
Someone in the crowd fired 
a pistol, and in reply th ere was a 
scattering volly which resulted in 
the casualties. 
General Gomez w as buried with 
cerem onies attended by the g reat­ 
est popular dem onstration in the 
history of Havana. 
The police and 
m ilitary had great 
difficulty 
in 
keeping the way clear for the funer­ 
al cortege, so 
great

crowds. 
President Zayas was the nation’s 
chief m ourner and followed 
the 
widow and her four children, and 
tho artillery carria g e on which the 
bronze cask et containing the body 
was carried to Colon cem etery. 
The heat 
was very great and 
scores along the route were pros­ 
trated. 
W hile the procession moved from 
th*1 Gomez palace to the cem etery, 
and during Hie burial services, a ir­ 
planes circled over the city, drop­ 
ping flowers.

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ROOSEVELT’S HEIRS. 
The Philadelphia Record notes with 
interest the apparent return of Wil­ 
liam Barnes to authority in New York. 
He is not the big boss that he used to 
be there, but Governor Miller is show­ 
ing him some consideration and has 
given him some important appoint­ 
ments. Barnes’s friends are said to be 
very much gratified and are predict­ 
ing a return of their leader to his form­ 
er power. “This,” the Record remarks, 
“is quite in keeping with the general 
republican trend. Barnes was the im­ 
placable foe of Theodore Roosevelt, 
and for a time the Colonel seemed to 
have put him out of business. 
But 
with the passing of Roosevelt all these 
enemies of his have come to the top. 
Penrose, 
Barnes, 
Watson 
and 
other machine 
politicians of that 
stripe are now the accepted leaders of 
the G. O. P. 
There is about as much 
idealism left in the party as there is 
in a piece of pig iron. The Old Guard 
is now the whole show.” 
That is true, but that is not the 
worst of it. The ascendancy of the 
Old Guard and of the machine poli­ 
ticians of the type that Roosevelt de­ 
spised and, for a time, defeated, would 
not be so disheartening a thing if there 
still existed in the party a healthy and 
vigorous progressive minority made 
up of men in whom the spark of ideal­ 
ism still glowed. 
But, so far as one 
can see, no such progressive minority 
exists. If it does exist, it is practically 
inarticulate and entirely leaderless. In 
place of Roosevelt the so-called pro­ 
gressive republican leaders now are 
men like Johnson, Borah and La Fol­ 
lette; and they are not progressives at 
all but, in respect to some of the 
most essential things, are backward- 
lookers and reactionaries of the nar­ 
rowest sort. 
It may be objected, in opposition to 
this statement, that Mr. Hoover illus­ 
trates progressiveism in the republican 
part. It may be that Mr. Hoover is a 
progressive and it may be that in the 
rank and file of the party he has sup­ 
porters and admirers. But it is a fact 
that in the governing councils of the 
party Mr. Hoover has little influence 
and is practically powerless. Nobody 
speaks of a Hoover wing of the party, 
but everybody recognizes that at pres­ 
ent the influential representatives and 
the powerful leaders of the G. O. P. 
are divided into two great groups, one 
of which, the conservative or reaction­ 
ary, is typified by men like Lodge and 
Penrose and Watson, and the other of 
which, the so-called progressives, is 
typified by Johnson and Borah. 
It is sad to see the confessed reac­ 
tionaries like Penrose and Watson in 
such complete control, but it would be 
still sadder to see the other group take 
charge of the destinies of the country. 
They pretend to be the heirs of Roose­ 
velt but they are nothing of the sort. 
The things for which they stand are 
things that would be utterly repug­ 
nant to Roosevelt if he were alive to­ 
day, indeed, if he had to take his 
choice 
between the two 
dominant 
groups of the party as they now exist, 
Roosevelt would undoubtedly repudi­ 
ate and disown the group which now 
calls itself progressive and take his 
stand in the opposing camp.

Nothing has ever been done in the 
direction which Mr. Good indicates ex­ 
cept the making of a few gestures. The 
tax question has been subordinated to 
the tariff. 
Congress concerns itself 
with Knox resolutions. Porter resolu­ 
tions and goldbrick tariff bills. There 
is every indication that this sort of 
thing will continue practically right 
up to the congressional elections. Then 
it is likely that a good many other re­ 
publican members of congress will in­ 
voluntarily follow Mr. Good into the 
retirement which he has sought.

Four Major Crimes In England. 
In England there are four crimes 
punishable by death—setting fire to 
the royal dock yards or arsenals, piracy 
with violence, treason and murder. 
Death was in former times, in Eng­ 
land, the ordinary punishment for all 
felonies. Blackstone refers to 160 of 
tenses as punishable by death, some of 
them of a 
nature which appears 
trivial. For instance, a man who cut 
down a tree or impersonated a Green­ 
wich pensioner generally paid tile life 
penalty. Due to the exertions of Sir 
Samuel Hominy, this severe criminal 
code gave way towards the end of 
the reign of George HI to more hu­ 
mane conceptions. 
Since the statute 
of 1861 there have remained only the 
four crimes punishable by death.

SHORTAGE OF STOCK 
TO GUT MEAT SUPPLY 
By A proc iu to d Pre.-s. 
Chicago, 111., June 20.—The num­ 
ber of cattle for each IOO persons 
in the United States today is one 
third less than in 1900, the sheep 
supply is reduced nearly two-thirds, 
while the number of hogs is fully 
ll per cent smaller now than then, 
according to figures compiled from 
the federal census reports by Her­ 
bert My rick, a farm expert, for a 
farm publication. 
Declaring 
that 
this 
“alarming 
shortage” in livestock is such as 
to furnish a meat supply only about 
half as great for each person in 
the country as formerly, Myrick 
said that “the decline during re­ 
cent months in prices to produc 
era is so utterly unjustified as to 
constitute 
the 
gravest 
economic 
crime ever perpetrated upon the 
farmers of America.” 
Other figures wTere given to show 
that 20 per cent fewer pounds of 
meat were exported during 
the 
present fiscal year than during the 
previous year, while imports total­ 
ed 175,000,000 pounds 
of 
fresh 
meats; or nearly four 
times 
as 
much as two or three years ago. 
More than half of these imports. 
he said, were mutton and 
lamb 
from Australasia, or imports twen­ 
ty-five times greater than the ex­ 
ports of the United States. 
Myrick charged that the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
for years has ovesestimated the 
number of sheep and swine, and 
declared that the department’s es­ 
timate for January, 1920, was in 
error no less than 2S per cent, as 
he said that the census found only 
34,900,000 sheep compared to the 
government’s estimate at the same 
date of 48,600,000. 
“The census also reveals 14,000,- 
000 fewer hogs than government 
estim ates,” he continued, “having 
found 
only 
59,000,000 
pigs

farms, or 19 per cent less than the 
department’s estimate of 72,000,000.
